Ryabohenko) is rnly 77 “ 80 percent of the plan^ with resultant Inefficient 
utilisation of maohlnery. Ihefflolenoy on the part of Poasnko, director of the 
Plant lasni Dzerzhlnskiyi In extending aid to the oonstruotion workers is 
erideno^ by the slow tempo of reconstruotlon of blast furnace No 8 and xhe 
rod -rolling mill. 

The housing oonstruotion plan for Ukrainian metallurgical workers is 
not being fulfilled at the present tine despite ssv^val inoressas In the 
work tempo. Party organisations and directors nust increase their aotlrlty 
in order to guarantee oonstruotion of the 300,000 square maters of housiag 
planned during the remaining months of 19 ^ 8 . 

Fulfillment of the 1948 ptsn depends to a great extent on the enterprises v 
which produce construction materials and machinery, particularly the Bnepropetv^sk 
Metallurgioal Equipment Plant, the Gramatorsk Plant iKcni Stelin, and the Eharkor 
Sleotrlc N&ohlnery Plant.
